Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  on  the  work  done  by 
your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year  1970, 

During  the  year  the  population  of  the  District  has  increased  by 
7%  and  the  number  of  inhabited  houses  by  5.1%,  Since  the  Census  of 
1961  the  papulation  has  grown  from  25,164  to  39,840  - an  increase  of 
58,3% 


The  Langar  refuse  tip,  owing  to  the  increase  in  bulk  and  the  use 
of  covering  material,  is  filling  up  rapidly  and  by  the  end  of  this  year 
will  be  full.  Negotiations  with  Associated  Portland  Cement  Manufacturers 
appearr  to  be  well  ahead  for  the  new  tip  at  Barnstone,  A road  to  the 
tip  of  about  half  a mile  in  length,  following  an  old  railway  track,  is 
to  be  constructed  before  tipping  can  commence., 

Trentside  Management  Services  commenced  work  study  of  the  refuse 
collecting  side  of  the  department  on  1st*  July,  1970,  A little  experimenting 
with  change  of  collecting  methods  proved  unsuccessful,  however,  collection 
of  refuse  from  isolated  properties  using  plastic  bin  liners  with  a small 
three  ton  lorry  and  driver/loader  revealed  a considerable  saving  of  man 
hours,  A move  towards  collection  of  refuse  by  paper  sacks  or  bin  liners 
is  without  a doubt  a trend  to  follow  as  labour  and  vehicles  become  more 
and  more  expensive. 

Routine  visits  to  Offices  Shops  and  Railway  premises,  including 
food  shops,  slaughterhouses,  caravan  sites  and  housing  inspections  continued 
throughout  the  year  in  spite  of  the  demand  by  the  public  for  the  investigation 
of  complaints. 

Paper  salvage  or  reclaimable  refuse  has  continued  reasonably  well 
during  the  year,  but  the  target  of  60  tons  monthly  (average  53  tons)  was 
dogged  by  a high  sickness  rate  amongst  the  men.  However,  the  amount  of 
money  received  during  the  year  was  £6,529  ( this  figure  includes  all 
reclaimable  refuse.) 

My  grateful  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Council,  to  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health,  to  all  members  of  the  Department  for  their  willing  help 
and  support  at  all  times.
